Forbes, the n oted balloon ist who won 
the Lahm cu p at the St. Lou is balloon 
races in 19 09 , an d Jam es Herrin g ton 
Yates, am ateu r astron om er an d weal­ 
thy y ou n g clu bman , of New York, are 
ly in g in the log home of Joseph Bastin , 
a Green cou n ty farmer. 
Mr. Forbes said he wan ted to break 
the record held by Cou n t Delav au x , 
who cov ered a distan ce of 1,39 3 miles 
in 19 00, an d that of Colon el Schrick, 
who in 18 9 9 remain ed in the air sev ­ 
en ty -two hou rs. 
His compan ion had 
an other pu rpose. Mr. Yates is wealthy 
an d has a likin g for astron omy . 
The 
ascen t from Qu in cy , 111., was his in i­ 
tial ex perien ce in aeron au tics. 
He 
took with him a telescope an d photo­ 
g raphic apparatu s, an d his chief de­ 
sire was to learn somethin g n ew abou t 
Hailey ’s comet. 
W hile he does n ot 
claim to hav e learn ed an y of the fam­ 
ily secrets of the wan derer, Mr. Yates 
believ es he secu red some rem arkable 
pictu res taken at a heig ht of abou t 
IS,000 feet. 
“At the elev ation of 15,000 feet at 
11 o’clock Tu esday morn in g ,” said Mr. 
Forbes, “we wen t throu g h ou r first 
sn owstorm. 
An hou r later we passed 
throu g h the secon d flu rry at a heig ht 
of 16,400 feet. 
We made a record at 
2 o'clock in the aftern oon when we 
reached an altitu de of 20,600 feet, hig h­ 
er by 2,000 feet than an y au thorized 
record ev er made in America. 
“In descen din g frcm the g reat ele­ 
v ation we had v ery little san d left, 
an d as the g as con tracted the balloon 
became ex trem ely flabby . 
Howev er, 
we wen t well u n til we were a few feet i 
abov e the g rou n d, when the appen dix 
lin e broke loose from the rin g su p­ 
portin g the basket. 
There was so lit­ 
tle g as in the bag at the time that the 
rig g in g collapsed an d with the basket 
attached, 
n atu rally 
dropped. 
This 
cau sed the rip cord, which is attached 
to the rin g , to rip open the balloon at 
the heig ht of 300 feet from the g rou n d. 
I can n ot describe the sen sation of that 
300 feet to the g rou n d. 
It came so 
su dden ly . 
"I hav e a fain t recollection of seein g 
men below’ me in a plowed field an d 
su bcon sciou sly try in g , it seemed, to 
tilt u p the basket that Mr. Yates an d 
I mig ht sprin g free from the rig g in g 
when close to the g rou n d. 
Becau se 
the basket did n ot tilt as it wou ld hav e 
don e u n der ordin ary circu mstan ces, 
was the cau se of ou r in ju ry . I believ e 
the on ly thin g that prev en ted the 
breakin g of ou r backs wheri the bas­ 
ket fell bottom u p squ arely u n der the 
weig ht of the bag , was the ru bber air 
m attress which we had placed in the 
bottom of the basket that we mig ht be 
comfortable when we wan ted to lie 
down . 
“For a momen t I was stu n n ed by the 
impact. 
Then I recov ered an d saw 
two or three men comin g to ou r aid. 
They ex tricated u s an d on improv ised 
Utters we were carried to this hou se. 
I tell y ou we w ere so badly shaken u p 
w’e cou ld n ot mov e. 
Dr. Pace of Mon ­ 
roe, a little settlem en t ov er the way 
a few miles, came in an d after pou n d­ 
in g u s in a m an n er that wou ld make 
ou r New York specialists blu sh, told 
u s we were n ot seriou sly in ju red an d 
that n o bon es were broken . 
He was a 
g reat ‘doc,’ bu t he also told u s to keep 
still an d n ot talk more than n eces­ 
sary .” 
Yates did n ot hav e mu ch to say 
abou t the n ew ex perien ce. 
He de­ 
clared he w’as y et in a con dlWon of 
won dermen t. 
“This is n ot g oin g to be 
my last ride, howev er,” he affirmed. 
“I certain ly g ot a fin e v iew of the 
corn et abou t 2:45 o’clock.”

The Earl of Crewe, after the readin g 
of the messag e, arose an d said the 
! hou se had met u n der the shadow’ of a 
g rept calamity . 
He referred in the 
warm est term s to the late kin g 's ex ­ 
cellen t qu alities of head an d heart. In 
doin g so the g ov ern men t reprcsen tiv e 
mov ed addresses to the n ew kin g an d 
to the qu een mother. 
Qu een Alex an ­ 
dra, he said, mig ht bo assu red of the 
warm sy mpathy , u n alterable lov e an d 
rev eren ce an d affection of the whole 
cou n try . 
In a eu log y of Kin g Georg e 
the Earl of Crewe offered him con g rat­ 
u lation s on his au spiciou s su ccession 
to the thron e. 
Ttfb Marqu is of Lan sdown e, the lead­ 
er of the opposition in the secon d 
chamber, secon ded the motion for the 
address. 
He said that amon g the 
man y rem arkable attribu tes of the late 
kin g there was n on e g reater than his 
power of creatin g an atm osphere of in ­ 
tern ation al g ood will. 
In ev ery lan d, 
he declared, it was recog n ized th at a 
g reat in tern ation al force had been re­ 
mov ed from pu blic affairs in Eu rope. 
Con tin u in g . Lord Lan sdown e said 
they cou ld n ot forg et the sorrows of 
the roy al hou se. 
Most of all, their 
hearts wen t ou t to that illu striou s lady 
who sin ce they had first welcomed her 
half a cen tu ry ag o, had ev er stood in 
the ey es of the people as the embodi­ 
m en t of all that was g racefu l, ten der 
an d sy m pathetic in woman . 
The ad­ 
dresses were carried an d the hou se ad­ 
jou rn ed u n til Ju n e 8 . 
Kin g Georg e has decided to take 
part in the fu n eral procession from 
W estm in ster Hall to Paddin g ton sta 
tion . 
The cou rt will remov e to Win d 
sor on May 19. the day before the 
fu n eral. 
Tn e Archbishop of C an ter­ 
bu ry , assisted by Can on Wilberforce, 
will con du ct a short serv ice at W est­ 
m in ster Hall on the arriv al of the body 
on May 17. 
The members of both 
hou ses of parliamen t will atten d this 
serv ice.

W ashin g ton , May 12.—T hat “shock­ 
in g ” con dition s g en erally prev ail in the 
steel in du stry throu g hou t the cou n try 
an d are n ot con fin ed to the Bethlehem 
steel works at Bethlehem, Pa., as re­ 
cen tly set forth in a report to the sen ­ 
ate, is the su bstan ce of a statem en t 
made pu blic by Charles Neill, commis­ 
sion er of labor. 
This statem en t was issu ed as a re­ 
su lt of represen tation s by Charles M. 
Schwab, presiden t of the Bethlehem 
steel works. 
In a con feren ce with 
Secretary Nag el of the departm en t of 
commerce an d labor Mr. Schwab said 
the report to the sen ate had pu t his 
compan y in an u n fair lig ht, as it g av e 
the impression that con dition s a t the 
Bethlehem works were ex ception al in 
the 
steel 
in du stry . 
Followin g 
Mr. 
Schwab’s v isit Secretary Nag el had a 
talk with Commission er Neill. 
In his statem en t Mr. Neill said the 
resolu tion of con g ress in respon se to 
which the recen t report was tran sm it­ 
ted, called specifically for a Teport as 
to the con dition s in the Bethlehem 
steel works an d that the report there­ 
fore did n ot deal with con dition s in the 
steel in du stry in g en eral. 
It is, how­ 
ev er, perfectly tru e, he said, th a t in 
some departm en ts the men work the 
en tire sev en day s of the week, mon th 
in an d mon th ou t in the Bethlehem 
steel works, an d this has been the 
practice throu g hou t the en tire steel 
in du stry . 
Commission er Neill said th at the an 
n u al reports of the bu reau of labor on 
wag es an d hou rs 
show that in the 
blast fu rn aces in the steel in du stry 
eig hty -fou r hou rs a week has been the 
workin g time in ev ery section of the 
cou n try , an d this m ean s practically a 
twelv e-hou r day ev ery day in the week 
Con tin u in g , Commission er Neill said 
“These are con dition s of labor which 
may well be. term ed shockin g , bu t 
they are n ot con fin ed to the Bethlehem 
steel works. 
Blast fu rn ace work 
n ecessarily a con tin u ou s process re 
qu irin g operation twen ty -fou r hou rs a 
day ev ery day in the week, an d for 
this reason three shifts of eig ht hou rs 
each offers the on ly plan of relief.”

rate of forty -three miles a second. 
If we struck the solid nucleus of 
the comet, at the center of its foam­ 
ing v ap ory head, such sp eed would 
surely be fatal to the 
comet, 
and 
doubtless would do g reat damag e to 
the earth. 
But of this there is not 
the slig htest dang er, inasmuch as the 
p aths of the two bodies do not run 
nearer than six million 
miles, 
and 
their p ositions are nev er such as to 
bring them nearer than twelv e mil­ 
lion miles—fifty times the distance of 
the moon. 
But with the tail we can 
and shall collide. 
It is a v ery common error that a 
comet’s tail follows its head, stream­ 
ing behind it as does the smoke of a 
locomotiv e. 
It does this only in ap ­ 
p roaching the sun, but, 
in 
retiring 
from the sun the tail leads the way . 
The direction of the tail is alway s de­ 
termined by an influence, sup p osed to 
be that of lig ht, emanating from the 
sun, which driv es it almost straig ht 
back from that body . 
The result, in 
the p resent instance, will be that the 
tail will come sweep ing sidewise, and 
we shall enter it and leav e it 
011 two 
op p osite sides. 
But in v iew of th ex treme and al­ 
most infinite tenuity of a comet’s tail 
we do not need to resort to arg ue- 
ments like these. 
Doubtless the min­ 
ute elements of which it is comp osed 
are sep arated from each 
other 
as 
widely as are the considerable bodies 
j known as the Leonid meterors, which 
we sometimes meet in a steady stream 


In common with their fellow creat­ 
ures all ov er the world, the p eop le of 
Rushv ille are looking forward—all of 
them with interest, some of them with 
anx iety —to Wednesday of nex t week. 
It is down in ev ery body ’s book that 
that is to be “the day of the comet.” 
On that day Hailey ’s comet will 
transit the sun, i. e., p ass between the 
earth and the g reat luminary of day . 
Unfortunately for the p eop le on this 
p art of the g lobe, the p erformance 
will take p lace after sundown, con­ 
sequently will not be v isible to us. It 
is believ ed, howev er, that the tail of 
the comet will be 011 ex hibition in our 
v ery midst that nig ht. Just what sort 
of a sp ectacle, if any , will result from 
our immersion in the caudal ap p en­ 
dag e of the v ag rant from interstellar, 
sp ace, 110 one undertakes to say cer­ 
tainly . 
It may be that there will be 
nothing out of the ordinary in the ap ­ 
p earance of the nig ht sky , but most 
of us will be sufficiently interested to 
stay up and sp end a few hours in the 
op en to see whether or-not there will 
be. 
It lias been p romised by the sp ec­ 
ialists on comets, that folk in this lo­ 
cality shall hav e their best v iew of 
Hailey ’s hairy whizzer 011 the Ev en­ 
ing of May 19 . 
It is said the comet 
will be seen in the western sky just 
fter sunset that ev ening and that it 
will be an awe-insp iring sp ectacle. 
Prep arations to make observ ations 


011 both Wednesday 
and 
Thursday 
ev ening s are being made 
by 
many 
Rushv ille p eop le. For the reason that 
j in the month of Nov ember, each one 
trce> and building s* hide the horizon ^ of whose many hundreds burns itself 
here in the city , many will g o to the up in our atmosp here and y et leav es 
suburbs. 
Sev eral, howev er, are p lan­ 
ning to make their observ ations from 
the roofs of hig h building s, which, of 
course, will be adv antag eous p oints 
of v iew. 
That a small p arty will do 
some “p iking ” from the court house 
tower is quite likely . 
Whether or not Rushv ille p eop le g et 
to see the comet 011 the two ev ening s 
mentioned, and the attendant p heno­ 
mena, if there are any , will dep end 
on the weather. 
If the sky is clear, 
we will g et to see the celestial show 
if one is p ut on. If the sky is ov er­ 
cast, there will, of course, be nothing 
doing . 
Scientist 
Frederick Camp bell of 
Brookly n institute asserts that on the 
nig ht of May 18 th the entire g lobe on 
which we dwell is to be shot throug h 
the tail of 
Hailey ’s comet 
with 
a 
sp eed 125 times that of a cannon ball. 
Does the earth then fly throug h sp ace 
at such a rate as this? By no means; 
hut, while the earth is rap idly ap ­ 
p roaching the comet, the comet is y et 
more rap idly ap p roaching the earth, 
and the combined sp eed of the two is 
the same as if the comet stood still 
and the earth entered its tail at the 


it not the less p ure, fresh and life- 
g iv ing . 
Nor is this all theory when 
we can p oint to two known instances 
of our g lobe p assing throug h comets’ 
tails,, namely those of 18 19 and 18 61. 
The fact that, in both these cases, no 
one knew it was hap p ening , p rov es 
that what was hap p ening was not 
v ery serious. 
What will hap p en then? 
If there 
be no dang er to ap p rehend, is there 
any thing of interest to anticip ate? 
When we p assed throug h the tail of 


the comet of 18 61 men thoug ht they 
noticed a strang e radiance 
in 
the 
leav ens which ev en the lig ht of the 
rising sun did not wholly ex ting uish. 
They did not know what it was, but 
reg arded it worthy of the written re­ 
cord which they made of it. We may 
believ e, therefore, that a faint p hos­ 
p horescent g lory will cov er the heav ­ 
ens soon after we hav e entered the 
tail, say at about midnig ht, and that 
it will continue until dawn, and p os­ 
sibly ev en after the sun has risen. It 
is unfortunate that the moon does not 
set that nig ht till 2:45 a. m., as its 
radiance will diminish, if not ex - 
ex ting uish 
that of the 
comet’s tail. 
But from 2 o’clock on to day break 
the scene oug ht to be one of beauty if 
not of sp lender, bearing some anal­ 
og y , no doubt, to that of the aurora 
borealis or northern lig hts. 
* 
So ex traordinary are the ev ents of 
this occasion, p robably nev er to be 
rep eated in a life time or much long er, 
that for all lov ers of nature the usual 
sleep schedule oug ht now to be rig idly 
set aside. Early in the morning of the 
17th, not later than 
day break, 
one 
oug ht to-be looking low in the east to 
see the hug h comet ascending the sky 
in adv ance of the sun. 
Early in the 
morning of the 18 th he should look 
y onder ag ain to see the comet’s tail 
stretching up from the east, while its 
head ling ers below the horizon, as if 
waiting for the sun. 
At 8 o’clock, 
central tkaé, on the ev ening of May 
18 he should reflect that the comet’s 
head is now transiting the sun’s face, 
and that, if he were a little farther 
west, he mig ht see a remarkable sig ht 
in that one p henomenon. 
Late in the ev ening of the 18 th, and 
cn until day lig ht, he should be watch­ 
ing for the comet’s tail in the sky and 
try to realize how he and all mankind 
are now buried hundreds of thous­ 
ands of miles deep therein. 
Soon a f ­ 
te r sunset, in the early ev ening of the 
19 th, he should look low in the west 
for the comet’s tail streaking east­ 
ward; and early in the ev ening of the 
20th he should look ag ain and see the 
comet at its v ery best. 
Surely it is 
a cause for dev out thankfulness to 
hav e been sp ared to witness this mar­ 
v elous disp lay of div ine p ower and 
g lory .
